It is noted that the present claims recite in the method steps that the skin is "contacted" (see claim 1), not only "applied to the skin" as 
noted by Applicants arguments. Review of the claims clearly indicates that there is no specific method step set forth in dependent claims 
that provide any physical limitation to how the contacting is specically performed. Examiner notes that the preamble of the claim indicates 
that it is a method of "non-invasive immunization" however there is no specific limitations provided in the active method steps which 
provide a clear context of the metes and bounds comprised by "contacting". Examiner acknowledges the teaching of the present 
specification and references that have been supplied, however such limitaitons can not be read into claim without clear support to what is 
specifically required in practicing the method. The claims have been given their broadest reasonable interpretation, and therefore the 
rejection is maintained. 

Examiner would agree that the specification could support claim amendments consistent with Applicants* arguments, however givent 
the breadth of the claims are anticipated by Krieg et al. 
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
